§-That the war is affecting trade 
in mony directiona ia becoming 
incressingly opparent every day, 
Although some branclies of trade 
experienced a falling off in busi- 
ness soon after tho outbreak of 
hostilities, there wero others that 
were able to carry on a6 usual 
for a longer time. But even 
these aro now. begioning. . ta 
feel tho effecta of the abnormal 
situation.

P.0:P,, bromide, and plat- 
‘Gnotype. Originally large quen-
